It was decided at a trust board 
meeting last week that support¬ 
ers group, The Yeltz Trust, will 
help with running the non-league 
outfit. A group met at the ground 
on Sunday to establish how much 
work needs to be done. 

Positive 

Trust chairman Gary Willetts 
said: “We need to bring in a 
system, for the time being at 
least, to make sure we continue 
the upkeep of the ground. 

“The trust is willing to get 
involved in helping out because, 
after all, it is for the benefit of the 
club.” 

Mr Willetts says talks with 
general manager Shaun Cun- 
nington have been positive 
regarding the possibility of the 
trust taking a more active role in 
the running of the club. 

He said general maintenance, 
such as weeding, tidying up and 
painting, would be a priority. ‘We 
just need to get the ball rolling,” 
he said.

OUR MISERY - 
SCAM VICTIMS 
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Mark Dixon Nicholas Harris Matthew Higgins 


A COUPLE from Hale¬ 
sowen who fell victim to 
cowboy builders who 
illegally made £1 million 
have told how they felt 
“stupid” for falling for the 
scam. 

The three men were jailed for 
between six and eight year last 
week for conspiracy to defraud. 

A judge asked them: “How can 
you sleep at night?” after hearing 
how they targeted 50 homeown¬ 
ers, carrying out shoddy work 
across 14 counties. 

The men passed themselves off 
as experts in extensions, asking 
their targets for a deposit of at 
least 10 per cent of the cost. 

When victims challenged them 
over the lack of progress, they 
were often threatened with legal 
action for breach of contract 
The Halesowen couple, who 
asked not to be named, paid out 
£21,000 for an extension and loft 
conversion above the garage. 

Only around £5,500 worth of 
work was completed after the 
deal was agreed in August 2007. 

The couple said they felt 
“stupid” and “gullible” when they 
found out what had gone on, 
despite carrying out a number of 
checks before signing up for the 
work. 

The wife said: “They were 
really professional at first but I 
started to become suspicious 
around the end of September 
when things started to slow down 
and they were still asking for 
money.” 

They eventually discovered the 
truth when contacted by 
someone working for the firm 
who had realised what was hap¬ 
pening. 


Gang leader Nicholas Harris, 
aged 45, was jailed for eight 
years, Mark Dixon, 43, was 
locked up for seven years and 
Matthew Higgins, 34, was given 
six years. All were found guilty of 
conspiracy to defraud by a jury. 

One victim in Wednesfield 
paid £14,000 for a single storey 
extension to his house which was 
never finished. 

A victim in Oldbury paid 
£19,800 for work on an extension 
started in 2007. 

Sentencing the three Glouces¬ 
ter men at Bristol Crown Court 
on Friday, Judge David Tice- 
hurst said their “lies and decep¬ 
tion” had left customers with 
buildings exposed to the ele¬ 
ments, walls falling down, sewer 
pipes broken and calls unre¬ 
turned. 

Deliberate 

A boy with cerebral palsy had 
to sleep on an airbed because 
Harris and his accomplices had 
let them down, he said. 

Judge Ticehurst asked: “How 
can you sleep at night? This was 
deliberate and planned.” 

Detective Chief Inspector 
David Sellwood said: “The sub¬ 
stantial sentences show how 
seriously the courts take this 
kind of cynical operation.” 

“It is tempting to call these 
men cowboy builders but really 
they are criminals, pure and 
simple.” 

Harris was able to hire five 
cars with the proceeds including 
two Mercedes, a Range Rover, a 
Toyota Landcruiser and a BMW 
745i. A jury convicted the trio, of 
conspiracy to defraud between 
April 2005 and October 2007 fol¬ 
lowing a three-month trial.

Tourist 
site job 
hopes 
in fresh 
bid for 
funding 

ALMOST 200 jobs 
will be created at 
Dudley Zoo, the 
Black Country 
Museum and 
Dudley Canal 
Trust under a £46.5 
million investment 
plan. 

The tourist attrac¬ 
tions are jointly 
bidding for cash as 
part of a Transform¬ 
ing Dudley vision, 
which will see the 
sites revitalised. 

The project has 
asked for £2m from 
the government with 
the rest of its pro¬ 
posed £46.5m invest¬ 
ment coming from 
private sources and 
Europe. It is one of 
four cash bids in the 
Black Country. 

The Black Country 
Reinvestment Society 
is asking for £8m to 
help create 880 jobs 
and safeguard 4,968 
more by providing 
loans to businesses. 

The Transforming 
Dudley project will 
see Dudley Zoo, 
Dudley Canal Trust 
and the Black 
Country Living 
Museum create joint 
visitor and arrival 
facilities and revi¬ 
talise their attrac¬ 
tions. 

The Black Country 
Consortium, which 
works on behalf of the 
councils estimates 
that 20 jobs will be 
safeguarded at the 
three organisations 
and 193 will be 
created. 


Museum’s trams may not run until Easter 


BLACK Country Living Museum trams 
and trolleybuses may be out of action until 
Easter as repair work is done, it has 
emerged. 

They have stopped running after thieves 
stole a section of overhead electrical wiring 
at the Tipton Road site. Bosses said experts 


were still assessing the extent of damage to 
cables and connectors but hoped to be fully 
operational for Easter. 

The cost of work is not yet known. The 
museum said, due to the historic nature of 
the tramway it was hard to predict how 
long restoration would take, as it would 


require specialist work. Spokeswoman 
Fiona Carding said: “We are working hard 
to reinstate the tram and would hope it 
would become fully operational in time for 
Easter.” 

A vintage coach service is now being used 
to transport visitors around the site.

Parents fume as head 
pushes academy plan 


A HALESOWEN school faces a protest over its bid to go it alone as an independ¬ 
ent academy, and a petition has been handed is calling for parents and other 
townsfolk to be given more say in the decision. 

Windsor High School’s headteacher insists that the governors have carried out a “sub¬ 
stantial process of consultation” since announcing the proposal last September to become 
an academy free from Dudley Council control from April 1. 

Teachers’ unions collected 150 names on a petition in Halesowen town centre calling on 
the governors to hold a “full and proper” consultation. They say few people knew of the 
plan until last week. 

Parent Tony Barnsley, of 
Cherry Tree Lane, said: “I 
am alarmed that we have 
not been able to listen or 
take part in a discussion 
over the future of our child’s 
school.” 

In September, the school 
newsletter and website said 
it was considering academy 
status, bringing £472,000 
extra funding a year. 

Head Keith Sorrell said: 

“We had a substantial 
process of consultation with 
parents and the community 
throughout last term. 

“We gave a deadline for 
responses in October, but we 
had none. We have more 
than exceeded what we were 
required to do.” 

Martin Lynch, of the 
NUT, said although the 
current head and governors 
may be committed to 
running the school for local 
pupils, there was nothing 
binding on their successors.

Shock for ICT 
team schools 


A SCHOOL project in 
Dudley costing millions 
is under threat after the 
Government pulled the 
plug on local authority 
projects financed by the 
private sector. 

Dudley Council chose RM 
Education as its preferred 
bidder for a £30 million con¬ 
tract to provide and manage 
ICT services for up to 120 
primary, secondary and 
special schools and pupil 
referral units. 

The 10-year contract is 
worth around £3 million a 
year, to be funded by the 
schools. 

Private Finance Initia¬ 
tive credits worth £10m 
were earmarked to pay for a 
third of the scheme by the 
Department for Education 


and the Department for 
Communities and Local 
Government. 

But the council has now 
been told it can no longer 
draw in the private sector 
cash earmarked for the 
project. 

Important 

Stourbridge MP Margot 
James told the Commons 
last week: “This amounts to 
a sudden cut in funding - 
£10 million over the next 
decade — for an important 
information and communi¬ 
cations technology prog¬ 
ramme” 

Dudley’s cabinet member 
for children’s services, 
Councillor Liz Walker, said 
she was seeking clarifica¬ 
tion from the Government.

MOTORISTS could be 
squeezed out and car 
lanes reduced under 
plans to transform 
some of the busiest 
routes in the Black 
Country and Birming¬ 
ham into “low carbon 
corridors”. 

Among routes being 
considered is the 404 bus 
route through Dudley, 
Sandwell and Walsall. 

West Midlands trans¬ 
port authority Centro 
has revealed it is prepar¬ 
ing a bid for between 
£50m and £60m of the 
Government’s Local Sus¬ 
tainable Transport Fund 
(LSTF) to pay for the 
project across the region. 

The aim is to encour¬ 
age people to change 
travel habits to ease con¬ 
gestion. Critics warned 
the move could spell 
misery for motorists. 

Schools 

It would see the intro¬ 
duction of new lanes for 
electric and hybrid 
buses, cycle lanes, elec¬ 
tric car charging points 
and car sharing schemes 
along the busiest routes. 

Travel plans for busi¬ 
nesses and schools would 
also be developed to 
reduce the number of 
cars on the roads. 

The LSTF, £560m 
between 2011/12 and 
2014/15, is available to 
transport authorities 
outside London to bid for 
funding for “sustainable 
travel”, reduced conges¬ 
tion and to improve 
quality of life.

A LIFELINE transport service used 
by thousands of West Midlands pen¬ 
sioners is facing a £900,000 budget 
black hole. 

Elderly and disabled people may be 
charged to use the Ring and Ride service 
in future, or the number of trips it runs 
may be cut to try to plug the funding gap. 

Taxpayers paid£12million to help keep 
the service on the road this year. 

However, the seven West Midlands 
councils that fund the service have had to 
cut back on the amount they pay to run it 
while costs such as fuel have soared. 

Ring and Ride was launched in 1983 
and operates around two million trips a 
year in the region. 

Passengers book their journey over the 
phone, giving details of where they want 
to be picked up and taken to, and the time 
they want to travel. 

Bosses at West Midlands Special 
Needs Transport, the charity which oper¬ 
ates Ring and Ride, and the transport 
authority Centro, which funds the 
service with money provided by the coun¬ 
cils, are now appealing to passengers to 
help decide how to make those savings. 

Important 

More than 30,000 users are being sent 
a questionnaire asking them to vote for 
one of two options. 

The first is to make an eight per cent 
reduction in the number of services being 
run, which could see the withdrawal of 
some services in the evenings or other 
times of the day. 

The alternative is to introduce charges 
in the form of either an annual member¬ 
ship fee of £36, the equivalent of 69p a 
week, or a single trip fare of 60p. 

The service is currently free for those 
with a senior citizen’s or disabled 
person’s pass. 

Centro’s chief executive Geoff Inskip, 
said: “It plays an extremely important 
role in our region’s public transport 
system which is why we have given the 
charity more than £12m this year. 

“Unfortunately, there is a pressing 
need for the seven West Midland councils 
to reduce expenditure in this period of 
severe financial constraint.”

AMASS MERGER of all library services in the 
Black Country could save the region more than 
£lmillion a year, it has emerged. 

Council bosses from the four Black Country 
authorities will hold meetings over the coming 
months to discuss the potential for a single, centrally 
controlled library service. 

Initial estimates put potential savings 
£300,000 a year per council. A feasibility study is 
already under way. Dudley Council’s cabinet

said: “When you combine 
a number of services, 
there will obviously be 
some overlap. 

“Jobs going would 
probably be where some 
of the thousands of 
savings come from. 

“But if we can make 
the library service more 
efficient and cost-effec¬ 
tive, we won’t have to 
close any more.”

The building went on the 
market for £1.4 million in 2009 
after the collapse of the firm after 
nearly 70 years at the Lye site. 

About 30 workers at Bronx, 
which produced large machinery, 
were made redundant. 

When the sale deal was first 
sealed, SYR chairman and owner 
Scot Young, aged 74, said he was 
“thrilled”the company had signed 
the papers and now owned the 
factory. 

“This is a huge step forward for 
the local economy,” he said at the 
time. “We are a company which is 
getting stronger and stronger 
and this move is a result of that. 
We need a bigger site.”

Keep gardening diary 
of success and failure 



French beans Sultana proved popular with family and friends 


A NEW year brings new beginnings 
in all our lives and especially in our 
gardens. 

It’s time to take stock of last year to see 
what went well and learn what we can do 
better this season. 

I’m full of optimism for 2011, writes 
John Clowes. The positive uplift that gar¬ 
dening provides, together with the benefit 
of regular exercise, will see me investing 
more time in the garden and on the allot¬ 
ment. 

Hopefully all families will be doing the 
same - especially if there are children to 
teach. Keeping notes of successes and 
failures provides good pointers for better 
results this year. 

My successes include a great crop of 
carrots that had little damage from carrot 
root fly. This proves that 1 m walls of clear 
plastic do prevent the flying females from 
laying their eggs and ruining my carrot 
crop. 

Just four plants of yellow courgettes 
(T&M FI Hybrid ‘Soleil’) weren’t prolific 
enough for the kitchen and I must grow two 
or three green ones to boost total yields. 

Stringless 

They were completely unaffected by 
mildew, but perhaps they needed some 
extra feeding with Miracle-Gro Fruit & Veg¬ 
etable Plant Food. 

My climbing French beans, Sultana, 
proved worth their weight in gold. They 
cropped well during the warm weather of 
June and July producing mountains of 
long, tender and stringless pencil-podded 
beans. 

Only by the end of August were the pink- 
flowered runner beans Celebration produc¬ 
ing anything like the same amount. 

Family and neighbours agreed the 
French beans were the best they had 
tasted. They are on my seed list again this 
year, as will be butternut squash Cobnut 
that produced good winter squash that 
ripened and stored well. 


Japanese anemones make a great flower 
display in the autumn, but standard vari¬ 
eties grow to quite a size that is too big for 
most narrow flower beds. That’s why the 
compact variety Pretty Lady Diana’was a 
great addition in my garden. So too was 
Thompson & Morgan’s first-ever red rud- 
beckia, Cherry Brandy. 

Shrub discovery of 2010 was 
Loropetalum chinense Fire Dance. This rel¬ 
ative of the witch hazel is evergreen with 
plenty of small heart-shaped leaves plum 
red in colour that carry along its stems 
deep pink spidery flowers. It seems to 
bloom all summer through from March to 
October, although the textbooks will tell 
you it produces most blooms in spring. The 
books will also say it will grow to 1 - 2m 
tall, although my plant is spreading out¬ 
wards, rather than upwards, and makes a 
wonderful ground-hugging display. 

And on to the reverse side of the garden¬ 


ing coin - here are some of the ‘not so 
good’ results from 2010. All my sowings of 
rocket leaves were affected badly by flea 
beetle that drilled holes into every leaf, 
making all unsuitable for the salad bowl. 
Next year I will try to grow undamaged 
leaves in pots on the patio using Miracle- 
Gro All Purpose Compost. 

Purple sprouting broccoli this year was 
disappointing as the pigeons ate more of 
the crop than the family. That’s because 
the netting has developed holes over the 
years and must be replaced. Pests must be 
excluded totally if you are to get a half 
decent crop.

Johnson said: “It is well known that initial 
impressions are formed in the first 20 seconds 
of meeting, and it may be in the first 20 
seconds of viewing a vehicle that a car buyer 
will decide to buy. 

“After this, all attention to detail flies out of 
the window and buying with the head gives 
way to buying with the heart. 

“All too often, used car buyers are taken in 
by shiny paintwork and a sparkling interior 
when shopping for their next car, as this nat¬ 
urally suggests everything is in order. 

“However, it is important for buyers to 
remain neutral and inspect a vehicle carefully, 
as a hidden history can be lurking just 
beneath the surface.”

Captain Marlon Walters was the 
scorer, with his deflected wide-angled 
shot finding its way into the net as 
Stourport failed to clear a corner.
